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This Is'^ilargely a day of combinations, 
instead of using half a dozen orim ore 
railroad lines in going to the sea coast, we 
deal with but two or three, which In itself 
Is a great combination of capital to accpm 
plish this swift passage which seems so 
wonderful even yet to qs of an earlier 
period, who used to make the trip by 
wagon stage, canal boat and all sorts of 
devises taking' weeks of tedious travel 
over roads often so rough that they were 
a sore weariness to the liesh. Thn youuff 
people of to day would hardly enjoy a 
wedding trip to the east If it meant trav­ 
eling in a heavy wagon drawn by slow 
horses and over a road, much of which 
was "corduroy” which means trees cut 
down and the bodies laid across the track 
with no lllling, causing the wagon to 
Jolt at every step until the body would 
feel as if pounded with a club. 


Now the Pullman palace car is at the 
station and travel Is a luxury ami com­ 
fort instead of weariness and pain. This 
has been to some extent brought about 
by combination and the capitalists are 
combining more and the workmen are 
doing the sam e thing, as is their perfect 
right. 
They seek to further their inter­ 
ests just as the corporations endeavor to 
advance theirs and It Is fair and natural. 
They strive for reasonable hours, better 
wages. Improved conditions and many 
things that go to make life comfortable, 
and in this they are im itating the exam ­ 
ple of their employers. 
But I haye often 
wished the working men would combine 
against some other things while they are 
about it. In addition to the men who seek 
to get the advantage of them in wages, 
hours and various condition.s, they have 
other enemies who are deadly and should 
be bitterly opposed. 
I wish every man 
who earns his bread by the sweat of his 
brow would combine against the evils 
which drag him and his down every day. 


One of those enemies Is Ignorance, not 
merely of book learning, but of the way 
to get along every day. In this the ladies 
could unite with such good results and do 
so much to improve the condition of those 
dear to them. How many men have been 
driven to drink by bad cooking which 
m ight have been avoided if the mother of 
the wife had done her duty by her daugh­ 
ter. How much poverty and want could 
be traced to the swill barrel at many back 
doors where the hard earnings of the head 
of the family are thrown away from want 
of knowledge of the principles of cook­ 
ing and proper economy. 
I have known 
more than one man, liefore the war, to 
get ahead on laborer's wages, which were 
much le.ss than now while in pretty much 
every.*«lng except rent and m eats which 
he had to buy cost much more than it does 
now. 
The explanation of It lies in the 
good m anagement of man and wife. The 
crusts were saved for a bread putldlng, 
the scraps of me.it, when they had any, 
were not thrown away, expen.slve diet was 
unknown and the ills of Indigestion and 
insomnia were also strangers in the fam­ 
ily. If they lived where it was practioal 
a pig was raised and ate all the waste and 
in the w inter was fattened and supplied 
the m eat for the rest of the season. The 
pork was pickled, the hams and shoul­ 
ders were smoked and the scraps were 
made into sausage meat, nothing being 
perm itted to go to waste. 
Corn bread 
was a staple diet and was cooked in an 
appetizing manner, while chickens helped 
along the bill of faro. To be sure, there 
were no Sunday excursions to take away 
the people bringing tnem back with empty 
pockets, sore limbs and aching heads, but 
for all that the holy day was enjoyed ful­ 
ly as well as it Is to day by the average 
person, and generally far 
better. 
Of 
course, thl.s description could be drawn 
out indefinitely hut it is enough to say 
that cach member of the family under­ 
stood his or her own duties; the mother 
understood cooking and housekeeping,

How many young women become heads 
of householdds without knowing anything 
worth mentioning of the duties they will 
have to perform, or should perform, and 
the result Is sure to be disappointment 
and unhappiness, too often accompanied 
by IntMnperance and other evils.

make somei Other means of whiling ai^ay 
an idle hour under good influences. The 
R outt club rooms are an endeavor in ¡the 
sam e direction and in that the church 
thorltles are to be commended and it’ is 
to be hoped th at their efforts will be m et 
with a good degree of success. Our 0 ^ 
reading room should be patronized far 
more than It is. There Is much room and 
a welcome to all persons who conduct 
themselves proiMjrly and yet I have beén 
there during fair days and foul, during 
daytime and evening and m any of them 
and I am pained to see so few persons 
afforded without any cost to those who 
take them. 
Men and women, boys and 
girls, need not stay aw ay for lack of fine 
clothes, tor all are treated alike there and 
abundant facilities are offered for a pleas­ 
ant hour’s recreation or a time spent In 
search or useful knowledge. 
I wish our

hour. They will gain real and solid enjoy­ 
ment and will want to go the second time 
more than the first and the third time 
more than the second and a habit will be 
formed which will be a perpetual source 
of .satisfaction and frequently of real 
m onetary profit. 


I wish the people would organize against 
all forms of intemperance and vice.

He can enter 
a store but he will soon see that he is not 
wanted .there after he <%ases to be a cus­ 
tomer. He can go to a professional man'« 


I would like to see our people combine 
against the thousand and one schemes to 
defraud the innocent and deal only with 
those whom they absolutely know to be all 
right. There Is no Louisiana lottery any 
more, but there are yet plenty of schemes 
perpetrated by which the unwar>’ are de- 
fratided of their hard earnings. The fake 
bankrupt -sales by which a lot of old stuff 
Is worked off as new; the unknown nos­ 
trum s guaranteed to cure all the ills to 
which flesh is heir. I mean those sold by 
strangers of whom the purchaser knows 
nothing; our druggists are men of relia­ 
bility and honor and will deal justly with 
all; the concealed lottery schemes by 
which so much Is taken from the confid­ 
ing; the get rich quick enterprises which 
have fleeced so many; the dealings in fu­ 
tures by persons who have no knowledge 
of the business and who keep up the 
gilded offices and grand outfits in the 
great 
cities. 
These 
and 
a 
thousand 
other things all are ready to take the hard 
earnings from the person of small means. 
The people who want to sell goods for 
less than they are worth just to get a mail 
order and get you started all will bear lot.i 
of letting alone. 
An honest m erchant 
whom you know is the safest man to be 
trusted and he will be fair with you and 
make good what he promises. 


I wl.sh the people would combine to boy­ 
cott the men who have no means of m ak­ 
ing a livelihood as far as any one can sec; 
the leeches on society who .should be com­ 
pelled to work, all should be let severely 
alone and the people would be far better 
off. There are sleek fellows who wait to 
entice the unwary and when th .y get 
their hands on them they are like a spider 
with a helpless fly, never letting go unless 
compelled to do so.

OLD E^NGLISH HOMES.' 


The Hall Was th* Prlaelpal A»art« 
■teat la the Middle Asea. 


Amid all the luxury of a modem 
home it is hard to realize how our 
Anglo-Saxon aoQestors lived in w hat 
now would seem a Condition of utter 
discom fort 
Gomfort was, 
however, 
gradually evolved, and the present ar* 
tid e deals w ith the time when a re­ 
fined condition of domestic life was 
first beginning to assert itself. 


In this connection it m ust be remem­ 
bered th at during the niiddle ages in 
England there w^as a general revolu­ 
tion In society. A new class had late­ 
ly sprung into existence. 
Feudalism 
had been destroyed and the middle and 
lower elem ents of the population were 
rising. 


W ith their social betterm ent came an 
improvement both in house construc­ 
tion and interior arrangem ent. Narrow 
streets were still the order of the day. 
sadly out of keeping w ith our tnodern 
ideas of sanitarj’ requirem ents, while 
the houses w’ere chiefly of the “half 
tim ber” kind, some of which had tlie 
lower story of stone and those above, 
each projecting over the one below, 
consisted of a tim ber framework filled 
in w ith bricks. It was a picturesciue 
fashion, but it did not provide stm- 
shine and air. 


The rooms w ere usually small and 
dark. The hall w as the principal .pub­ 
lic apartm ent and remained the only 
p art of the house unaffected by the 
growing taste for domestic privacy. 
The general arrangem ent of this very 
im portant p art of the house is made 
apparent to us in such pictures as that 
of the “Hundred Men’s H all” at St. 
Cross, near W’inchester. 


As the hall w’as the usual scene of 
domestic festivities 
it was 
consid­ 
ered necessary to have a gallery for 
mtisicians. Sometimes this gallery oc­ 
cupied two sides, though usually it 
was placed at one end, opposite the 
dais, in large halls the fireplace was 
still in the middle, where there was 
constructed a low platform of stone of 
a kind th at may be seen in an old cut 
representing the fireplace in the great 
hall a t Penshurst. Kent. 
Lixrge iron 
dogs, or andirons, supporteil the logs. 
In some parts of England they were 
called “cob irons.” A group of orna­ 
mental fire irons of the sixteenth cen­ 
tury is most interesting. Often an im­ 
plem ent placed beneath the fire<log w^as 
used for moving logs. 


The w alls of the hall were usually 
furnished w'ith tap<‘stry, and in the 
middle was a table with a bench on 
each side. There w'ere also a cupboard, 
or “hutch,” w’ith side tables, one or two 
chairs and perhaps a “settle.” Chairs 
were still comparatively rare. Buffet 
stools were generally provldwl, anti 
these commonly had a hole through the 
middle for lifting them .—Home Beauti 
ful.
